dated the 4th May 1960 has been obtained to the follow¬ 
ing amendments made to the Bye-laws of the Adoni Oil¬ 
seeds & Oil Exchange Ltd., Adoni, the same having 
been previously placed on the Notice Board of the Ex¬ 
change pursuant to Section 11 of the said Act and Rule 
11 of the Forward Contracts (Regulation) Rules, 1954. 

AMENDMENT 

I. In Bye-law 45 (i) :— 

For the figures and words— 

”45(i) For the purpose of hedging, there shall be 
hedge contracts in groundnut seeds and groundnut oil. 
The contracts shall be monthly according to the English 
Calendar months. For each monthly contract trading 
will commence two months in advance of the delivery 
month. The period of delivery shall be from 5th to the 
end of the month of the contract.” 

The following figure and words shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“45 For the purpose of hedging there will be six hedge 
contracts in groundnut seeds and groundnut oil in a 
year. The contracts will be for delivery in the English 
Calendar months of January, March, May, July, Sep¬ 
tember and November. Trading in each of these con¬ 
tracts will commence two months in advance of the 
delivery month. The Board shall, with the previous 
approval of the Forward Markets Commission, fix the 
date from which trading in each contract will com¬ 
mence. The Board shall have power to permit trading 
in a hedge contract for any other delivery month and/or 
commence trading in a period other than what is pro¬ 
vided in this Bye-law.” 

II. Bye-law 48 shall be deleted, 

"Note :—The above amendments shall apply to 
January 1964 and subsequent deliveries of the hedge 
contract, while the provisions of the existing Bye-law 
45(i) and 48 of the Bye-laws of the Exchange as they 
stood immediately before the date of approval by the 
Central Government of the above amendments shall 
continue to apply to August, September, October, Nov¬ 
ember and December 1963 deliveries of hedge con¬ 
tracts."

AMENDMENT 

In the said Bye-laws :— 

1. For the existing Clause (a) of Bye-law 62, the 
following Clause shall be substituted, namely—•. 

“62(a) If there is any difference of opinion between 
Last Buyers and First Sellers regarding any 
Pucca Delivery Order tendered in respect of 
any of the Standard Contract No. I or No, II 
or No. Ill or Railway receipt or Bill of Lading 
or Delivery Challan tendered in respect of 
Standard Contract No. Ill being in order or not, 
any of the parties may make a report to Secre¬ 
tary who shall thereafter place such matters 
before the P.D.O. Sub-Committee. That Sub¬ 
committee shall examine the P.D.O. or Railway 
receipt or Bill of Lading or Delivery Challan in 
question and its decision shall be binding on the 
First Sellers and Last Buyers, subject to a right 
of appeal to the Board.” 

2. After Bye-law 44A, the following new Bye-laws 
shall be added namely :— 

“44B. No Ring member shall be entitled to transact 
business in Hedge Contracts as a client of 
another Ring member unless :— 

(i) he stops all direct Hedge transactions in 
the Ring; 

(ii) he squares up all outstanding direct fledge 
transactions done prior to that date; 

(iii) he notifies in writing to the Association his 
intention that he would transact Hedge 
business through other Ring members; and 

(lv) the Association records the information so 
given. 

44C. If a Ring member, transacting business through 
other Ring members, intends to resume direct 
Hedge business himself as a Ring member, he 
shall be able to do so only on his stopping 
further transactions through other Ring mem¬ 
bers as a client and on squaring up of all Hedge 
transactions done through other Ring members 
prior to that date, and on his notifying in writ¬ 
ing to the Association his intention to resume 
direct hedge business in the Ring.

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44D. No Ring member shall, on one and the same 
day, transact business in Hedge contracts both— 
direct as a Ring ■ member and through other 
Ring members, as a client.”
